crashed the Kawasaki ZX750R — the pair was credited with 60th.

Streamliner sets new land speed record 


speed record of 322.150 mph at the Bonneville Salt Flats on Saturday, July 
14. 

The 23-foot long, Harley-Davidson-powered machine recorded runs of 321.429 
mph and 322.870 mph as clocked by the Southern California Timing Association 
(SCTA), under the auspices of both the AMA and FIM. 

The Easyriders streamliner is owned by Joe Teresi, publisher of Easyriders 
magazine. It’s powered by a pair of Keith Ruxton-built Ruxton Harley-Davidson 
motors displacing a total of 2966cc, and running on nitromethane supplied by 
a Hillborn fuel-injection system. 

The Easyriders Streamliner got off to a shaky start during its first attempt to 
break the record on Sunday, July 1. The machine became unstable at over 280 
mph and crashed; fortunately, Campos was uninjured. Following the installation 
of a new Lexan canopy and some aluminum panel bashing it was ready for another 
attempt. 

The previous motorcycle land speed record stood for 12 years; in 1978, Don 
Vesco drove a supercharged Kawasaki-powered streamliner to a record of 318.598 
mph. 

"It's about time. Maybe this will make me get off my duff,” said Vesco, who 
also expressed a hope that this will spark a renewed interest in land speed records. 

Vesco, who still holds the one-way “record” with a 333 mph run in ’78, currently 
has his sights set on a car record (nearly 500 mph in a supercharged, twin-turbo 
twin-engine four-wheel drive Offenhauser). However, according to Vesco, a 
motorcycle streamliner powered by a pair of supercharged, fuel-injected Yamaha 
FZR1000s may be ready by November.

“It seems 
to be required," Lawson said. “They 
seem to put the dumbest guy in France 
at turn one. For some reason, he tried 
to push his flag into my face.” Steady 
Eddie steadily ripped the flag from his 
hands, and tore it up. Steadily. 


Road racer Allan Scott broke his five- 
race association with the troubled 
125cc Garelli team after the Italian bike 
failed to qualify for the French GP. 
“I thought we could improve the bike, 
but it's just too far off," the Scottish- 
born American said. He is hoping to 
return on a Honda. 


Grand Prix speculation has started 
earlier than ever this year, with big 
names apparently set for yet another 
realignment as the shifting sands take 
a swirl. Wayne Rainey seems set to 
stay with Team Marlboro Roberts, but 
once again Eddie Lawson is a key 
figure. His contract terms with Kenny 
Roberts may (or may not) include an 
option to renew in 1991, and he may 
(or may not) exercise it. So far, 
Lawson's name has been linked with 
Cagiva — although this appears more 
in the nature of a distant Italian hope 
than any actual negotiations; and more 
significantly with Erv Kanemoto for 
a return to Honda. John Kocinski 
has been scheduled to move up to 500s 
within the same team, but at Le Mans 
Roberts was saying that he may want 
him to spend another year in the 250 
GPs. 


Further GP road race speculation has 
Kenny Roberts using Hondas 





rather than Yamahas in 1991 with 
Marlboro backing. “I’ve been with 
Yamaha for 20 years, and I'm going 
to Japan to see them this week," 
Roberts said in France. “If they don't 
give me what I want, I'll be out the 
door in two seconds. This is a business, 
and my riders rely on me to get the 
best available equipment for them." 


Other rumors from Europe have 
Christian Sarron moving from racer 
to team manager at Gauloises Yamaha. 
The French team has their eyes on an 
American road racer and David 
Sadowski and Doug Chandler have 


been mentioned as likely candidates.

Ward wins, but Stanton 
prevails at Troy

ess than five weeks after clinching 
Ls Camel Supercross 

Championship titles, Team Hon- 
da's Jeff Stanton sewed up another 
back-to-back title at the final round of 
the National Championship 250cc MX 
Series at Kenworthy’s GP Club in 
Troy. 

Stanton came into the final round 
with a slim, nine-point lead over 
Kawasaki's Jeff Ward and left with the 
. series championship in hand, seven 
points up on Ward. Ward, however, 
was the overall 250cc class winner at 
the Boyesen Racing/Scott USA/Dun- 
lop/WAZU Radio-sponsored National 
with a 2-1 tally, while Stanton took 
second via a 1-3 score. 

"Four championships in two years, 





that ain't so bad,” said Stanton. “We 
planned to come and try to win the 
first moto and take it easy in the 
second, but I really wanted to go out 
with a win. It just didn't work out that 
way. It feels great to win the cham- 
pionship. Now I have to keep working 
hard — there's one more to go.” 

That "one more" Stanton hopes 
comés in the National Championship 
500cc MX Series, which gets underway 
August 12 at Washougal, Washington. 

With an estimated 11,000 spectators 
looking on (3000 more than last year), 
on a hot, humid and hazy central Ohio 
day, Ward came out of the starting 
chute in the first moto with a ven- 
geance and took the lead away from 
teammate Johnny O'Mara on the third

lap. But two crashes, one of which 
required a quick check by the trackside 
medical attendants after the race, 
effectively cost Ward the series 
championship. 

After coming from behind and 
winning the second moto, Ward said, 
"Well, I won four of the seven 
Nationals this season and should've 
won more, but when I DNF and got 
sixth at Gainesville and screwed up last 
week at Southwick, that really killed 
me. I'm not saying Stanton didn't ride 
well; he rode well enough to be there 
at the end.” 

Suzuki's Larry Ward combined 6-2 
moto finishes for third overall, which 
was a career best for him in both the 
overall and moto catagories. 

"Im really happy," said Larry 
Ward. “I’m trying to prove to every- 
body that I’m getting stronger and 
stronger." 

Rounding out the top five were 
Larry Ward's teammate and local 
favorite Mike LaRocco (4-4) and 
O'Mara (5-5). 

A $15,000 purse was up for grabs in 
the 250cc class, with Ward taking home 
the biggest chunk at $1600. 

In the 125cc class, the seventh round 
of the 13-event National Champion- 
ship 125cc MX Series, many were 
anticipating the continuation of the 
series-long duel between points leader 
Jean-Michel Bayle and second-in- 
points Guy Cooper, but a one-on-one 
duel between the two never material- 
ized. Honda's Bayle pretty much led 
from start to finish in the first moto, 
while Suzuki's Cooper spent most of 
the race working his way up through 
the pack after a mediocre start. Cooper 
eventually finished second in the moto 
but could never get any closer than 10 
seconds to Bayle. 

In the second round neither Bayle 
nor Cooper gated well, which gave 
Kawasaki's Jeff Matiasevich and Hon- 
da's Mike Kiedrowski a clear run at 
the front. Matiasevich inched ahead of 
Kiedrowski for the moto win, while 
Bayle finished a lonely third. More 
than 20 seconds behind Bayle finished 
Cooper. Bayle ended up taking the 
overall win with Matiasevich claiming 
second and Kiedrowski third. Cooper 
finished fourth overall but only lost 
five points to Bayle, who now leads 
the series over Cooper 315-301. 

Bayle collected $880 from the $10,000 
purse offered in the 125cc class. 

There were a total of 112 entries in 
both classes at the Ohio National, 
requiring two qualifiers and one 
consolation moto in each class to thin 








out the field for the 40-rider, two 30- 
minute-plus two lap mains. Riders in. 
the top 10 in the points standings 
weren't required to ride the qualifiers. 


250cc National 


Former 125cc National and Super- 
cross champ Johnny O'Mara blasted 
out of the gate and into the lead at 
the start of the first 250cc moto, while 
KTM rider Mark Musselman, Yama- 
ha's Damon Bradshaw, Jeff Ward and 
Stanton pursued. 

After completing the first lap, the 
riders settled into positions with 
O'Mara still out in front, but teammate 
Ward, Stanton and Bradshaw had 
taken over second, third and fourth; 
Slipping into fifth was Suzuki rider 
Dean Matson, while Mussleman 
dropped back to sixth. 

Heading into the third lap, both 
Ward and Stanton shot by O’Mara and 
began pulling away from the pack. 
O’Mara held on to third for another 
lap until Bradshaw slipped by. 

“The race started excellently,” said 


‘O'Mara. “I led the way for a few laps 


but I just couldn’t match their pace. 
It was a little discouraging.” 

Up front it was a battle for the 
championship between Ward and 
Stanton. Ward took command and 
developed a three-second lead over 
Stanton. Ward looked to be headed for 
a moto win, which would've moved 
him three points closer to Stanton in 
the series, but all of a sudden Ward 
was picking himself off the ground. 

“I had the win in hand," said Ward. 
"I was pulling away and feeling really. 
strong, then I washed out in a muddy 
turn. I got right up but I stalled the 
bike and Stanton got by me." 

The tide had quickly changed and 
it was now Stanton leading Ward by 
about four seconds and only five laps 
remained in the moto. 

With the championship on the line, 
Ward set out after Stanton with fire 
in his eyes. Lap after lap Ward slowly 
closed the gap on his arch rival until 
he was within striking distance on the 
last lap. 

"I knew he was coming," said 
Stanton. “Wardy kept catching me, 
catching me - he was going pretty 
good. I was making some mistakes 
then he was right.on me." 

“I was charging hard," said Ward. 

Ward desperately searched for an 
opening around Stanton and saw his 
chance in a switchback turn when the 
Honda rider went a little wide. But as 
Ward began his attack while exiting 
the switchback, with the throttle wide 
open, his Kawasaki's back end sharply 
slid out to the side and hit a bump, 
highsiding Ward over the handlebars 
in a violent crash. 

Three turns later Stanton crossed the 
finish line way out in front, while 
Ward regrouped and limped across the, 
line a distant second. A few seconds 
later, Bradshaw took the checkers 
safely ahead of O’ Mara. After an eighth, 
place start, Larry Ward worked his way 
up to finish sixth behind Mike 
LaRocco, while former 250cc, 500cc. 
and Supercross Champion Rick John- 
son rounded out the top seven. A good, 
10 seconds behind Johnson finished, 
privateer Mike Fisher, who was fol- 
lowed by Yamaha’s Doug Dubach,, 
Matson and Tuf Racing’s Keith, 
Bowen. 

There was plenty of action in the pits 
between motos. Ward, who had takeni 
a handlebar in his lower stomach when 
he crashed on the last lap, was expe: 
riencing severe pain. Fearing the 
possibilities of internal injuries, med- 
ical attendents were rushed to thej 
Kawasaki pits and Ward’s blood pres- 
sure was taken as was а urine sample, 
Fortunately, the tests were negative. 





"I put an icepack on my stomach 
where the handlebar had hit те,” said 
Ward. “That caused the muscles in my 
stomach to cramp up real bad — it 
was painful! But everything turned out 
to be fine." 

The second 250cc moto saw Stanton, 
who now held a 12-point lead over 
Ward, rocket into the early lead ahead 
of Larry Ward, Kurt McMillen, Dub- 
ach, LaRocco, O'Mara, Jeff Ward, 
Fisher and Matson. 

Bradshaw, however, was left lying 
on the ground in the first turn. He 
apparently clipped the rear wheel of 
O'Mara, highsided off his Yamaha, 
and was run over by another rider. 
Bradshaw, complaining of pain in his 
neck and upper back areas, was carried 
off the track by a stretcher and was 
airlifted to a nearby hospital. Brad- 
shaw was treated and released from the 
hospital Sunday night. 

"X-rays were taken which revealed 
no broken bones, but he is beat up 
pretty good," said Keith McCarty, the 
Yamaha MX team manager. “Не still 
hàs pain in his shoulder and upper 
back area and he'll have more X-rays 
taken as soon as he gets home. His face, 
including his right eye, is black and 
blue. (But) he should be fine.” 

Meanwhile, before the first lap was 
comp]eted, Stanton crashed when he 
got hung up in a rutted turn, handing 
Larry Ward a huge lead. The Honda 
rider recovered in second with 
LaRocco, O'Mara, McMillen and Jeff 
Ward hot on his tail. 

While Larry Ward enjoyed a six- 
second lead up front, Jeff Ward was 
charging through the pack. 

“I was having troubles coming up,” 
said Jeff Ward. “There were so many 
guys. I was getting roosted so bad it 
was hard to pass. So I just stayed in 
a groove; I knew guys would fade and 
crash.” 

By the midway point, Jeff Ward had 
moved into third after passing 
LaRocco and set off after Stanton. 
Ward significantly closed the gap on 
Stanton when the Honda rider, again, 
washed out in a turn. 

"Luckily Stanton fell," said Ward. 
"After that I just reeled him in. I 
bumped him a couple of times, but 
he didn't put up that much of a fight. 
He let me by; he knew what he had 
to do." 

Once into second, Jeff Ward set his 
sights on Larry Ward and reeled him 
in, too. With a few laps remaining, 
Jeff slipped by Larry, making the top 
order Jeff Ward, Larry Ward, Stanton, 
LaRocco and O'Mara. 

Larry Ward stayed right with Jeff 
Ward for the remaining laps and 
finished just a few yards behind him 
for his best career moto finish. 

“Three laps from the finish a lapped 
rider got in front of me over the double 
doubles; I hit his rear wheel and had 
to single them," said Larry Ward. 
""That's when Jeff (Ward) really got 
right on my butt. After that he just 
loutsmarted me and got by me. I tried 
to stay with Wardy to the end just to 
prove that I'm getting stronger.” 

Finishing a distant third was Stan- 
ton, thus clinching his second-career 
250cc National MX Championship. 

“I fell twice — stupid little jump- 
out-of-the-rut-slide-out-type deals," 
said Stanton. “But I knew I just had 
to finish and that would do it.” 

Rounding out the top five were 
LaRocco and O'Mara. 

"I got my bad starts as usual," said 
LaRocco. "I was up there today but 
inot as far as I wanted to be. I wanted 
to win this one." 

Fisher,- who finished sixth in the 
moto and sixth overall for the day, 
wrapped up top privateer honors in 
the series points standings in seventh.

“This was the hardest year ever for 
me," said Fisher. “I had to do a lot 
myself this year, like drive to the races 
and be my own mechanic when my 
dad couldn't make it. There were a lot 
of times I had to sit on the starting 
line by myself, but it was all worth 
it. I'm happy." 

Finishing seventh overall was John- 
son (7-7), followed by Matson (19-8), 
Bowen (11-10) and Bradshaw (3-DNF). 


125cc National 


Suzukis Buddy Antunez led the first 
125cc moto after lap one, but he was 
closely chased by Bayle, Yamaha rider 
James Eickle, Surf Detergent- 
sponsored Jeff Glass, Suzuki rider 
Jeromy Buehl, Kawasaki pilot Tallon 
Vohland, Cooper, Kiedrowski and 
Suzuki-mounted Todd DeHoop. 

During the second lap, though, 
Bayle took over the number one 
position and immediately jumped out 
to a commanding lead. By the third 
lap Bayle's lead was already up to over 





six seconds on Antunez, who now had 
his hands full with teammate Cooper. 
It only took Cooper a few turns to pass 
Antunez, but by that time, the damage 
was already done, as Bayle had 
extended his lead to over 10 seconds. 
For the rest of the race, Cooper tried 
reeling in Bayle but to no avail. 
Instead, Bayle maintained about a 10- 
12 second lead, which he held down 
to the wire. 

"| tried to put a lot of distance 
between me and him (Cooper) and 
keep it that way," said Bayle. "I got 
a good start, which really helps because 
you don't have to work so hard to pass 
people.” 

“Bayle is real good in the tight stuff, 
but I'm a little faster in the fast stuff," 
said Cooper. “But this track this year 
seems to have more slow stuff." 

While Bayle and Cooper cruised out 
in front and grabbed the first two spots 
in that order, a huge battle for third 
developed between riders Antunez, 
Matiasevich, Tallon Vohland, Buehl, 


DeHoop, Kiedrowski and Eickel. But 
it was Kiedrowski making all the right 
moves, as he moved up through the 
field, despite having to pull off his 
goggles when his vision became obs- 
cured due to the lens being covered 
with sweat. Kiedrowski, along with 
Matiasevich, eventually broke free 
from the war, letting the rest have at 
it. Kiedrowski soon settled into a 
comfortable third and finished there 
ahead of Matiasevich, who finished 
alone in fourth. Behind Matiasevich 
came Vohland, Antunez, Buehl and 
DeHoop. Eickel dropped back to 13th. 

"Its really hot out there," said 
Cooper in between motos. “Гуе got to 
put the pressure on Bayle. I've got to 
make it seem like a long moto for him 
and wear him down." 

Unfortunately for Cooper, he didn't 
even get close enough to see Bayle's 
dust the entire moto, despite getting 
a good jump off the gate in the second 
moto. 

“I had a good jump but I went too

wide in the first turn and a lot of people 
jumped to the inside of me,” said 
Cooper. 

One of those riders was Emig, who 
found himself in the lead ahead of 
Antunez, Matiasevich, Kiedrowski, 
Bayle, Vohland, Cooper, Glass and 
Suzuki’s Denny Stephenson and the 
rest of the field. 

Emig led for the next three laps, 
while Matiasevich moved into second 
and Kiedrowski third. Bayle held down 
fourth. 

By the fourth lap, Matiasevich 
roosted. by Emig, as did Kiedrowski 
and Bayle a lap later. Emig began 
dropping off the pace and eventually 
finished 19th in the moto. 

Once into the lead, Matiasevich 
stretched out his advantage to about 
five seconds, while teammates Kied- 
rowski and Bayle, both of whom are 





known to have tangled handlebars 
many times in the past, diced for 
second. 

Shortly thereafter Kiedrowski let 
Bayle have second and began falling 
off the pace a bit when he again began 
experiencing problems with his 
goggles. 

“T kept getting sweat in between the 
tear-offs," said Kiedrowski. “Then I 
had to yank off all the tear-offs before 
I could see again." 

With clearer vision, Kiedrowski once 
again picked up his pace and charged 
back after his bitter rival, Bayle, and 
soon passed him. This time, however, 
Kiedrowski's charge didn't end there. 
Instead he pulled away from Bayle and 
reeled in the leader, Matiasevich. With 
just a few laps remaining Kiedrowski 
was glued to Matiasevich's rear fender, 
setting the stage for a climatic finish. 

"Mike came out of nowhere," said 
Matiasevich. “I had to pick up my 
pace, which was a comfortable one 
until Mike came up.” 

The last few laps featured an all-out 
duel between Matiasevich and Kied- 
rowski, with Matiasevich hanging on 
by a thread to beat the defending 125cc 
National champ. 

"I got a good start and kept the bike 
on two wheels — I've been having a 
problem with that lately," said Mati- 
asevich. “This is my first-ever National 
moto win and I just hope there's many 
more to come after this.” 

“Once I could see I started picking 
some good lines and just started 
moving up," said Kiedrowski. “I had 
no problems with Bayle at all today. 
I passed him, he got around me, and 
I got him back — no problems.” 

""Matiasevich was going really good 
— he surprised me," said Bayle. 
"Cooper was way back of me, so I 
settled for where I was and took the 
points. 

“As far as Kiedrowski,” said Bayle, 
"I didn't want to crash with him again, 
so I stayed away from him." 

“I just couldn't get around Voh- 
land," said Cooper. “I followed him 
for over half of the race. Finally I got 
by him but was 26 seconds behind 
Bayle. There was nothing I could do 
to make that up. But I am happy that 
Bayle got third, which means he didn't 
gain as many points on me as he 
could've. I'm still in the hunt and 
there's still six races to go.” єх

LE MANS, FRANCE, JULY 22 
he heat was on in France, and with 
the championship two-thirds run, 
winner Kevin Schwantz not only 

took five points from third-place Wayne 

Rainey, but also proved equal to the 

remaining task for the rest of the year. 

"I have to go out and win every race 

from now on," he said. One down, and 

five to go. 

Schwantz's win on the shrieking and 
wheelspinning Lucky Strike Suzuki 
was spectacular. So too was Wayne 
Gardner's second place, after leading in 
the early stages, and surviving a major 
moment on lap two that had him off 
both sides of the track, spattering 
Schwantz with gravel, and almost 
taking out his Rothmans Honda team- 
mate Michael Doohan. 

Gardner rode with typical go-for-it 
grit, his courage undiminished by the 
doubts he felt after his earlier foot 
injury, and proved too hard a nut to 
crack for third-place Rainey on the 
Marlboro Yamaha. : 

Doohan was fourth, a steadfast but 
not yet 100-percent Eddie Lawson on 
the second Marlboro Yamaha fifth, 
resisting race-long pressure from slow 
starter Lucky Strike Suzuki's Niall 
Mackenzie, until troubled backmarker 
Ron Haslam split the pair towards the 
end. 

Neither of the French blue hopes 
finished, with both practice crasher 
Christian Sarron and Spa hero Jean- 
Phillipe Ruggia succumbing to Gau- 
loises Yamaha machine problems — 








but Randy Mamola kept on pedalling 
on an overheated and underpowered 
Cagiva to take a popular seventh. 

Carlos Cardus's 250 victory was no 
less impressive. The Spanish Repsol- 
Honda rider led from start to finish, 
withstood a fierce attack from Marlboro 
Yamaha's John Kocinski, then won by 
miles as the American title leader's 
desperate efforts took him over the edge, 
and he fell off. Cardus left Le Mans only 
seven points behind Kocinski, and the 
title race is on. 

Marlboro Yamaha Agostini's Luca 
Cadalora rode to a fast but steady 
second, able to stay just out of reach 
of Loris Reggiani, the Italian Aprilia 
rider proving that he is still among the 
best in the world. 

Hans Spaan used all his skill and 
tactics to prevail over fellow Honda 
rider Doriano Rombono in the 125cc 
race, leaving title leader Stefan Prein to 
triumph over teenage hot-shot Loris 
Capirossi in a five-bike battle for third. 

Sidecar triple champion Steve Webs- 
ter put his fourth title quest back on 
the rails after two non-finishes, he and 
passenger Gavin Simmons taking an 
easy victory over Egbert Streuer/Geral 
deHaas after his main rivals Alain 
Michel/Simon Birchall suffered their 
second gearbox failure of the season. 

By the end of the day, the heat had 
reached danger point, and sidecar 
passenger Julian Tailford collapsed 
with heat fatigue on the last lap. He 
fell from the sidecar (driver Barry

Brindley finished the lap, but was 

disqualified from 11th). Tailford was 

hospitalized for emergency treatment. 
500cc Qualifying 

At 2.75 miles, Le Mans is one of the 
shorter tracks of the year. What makes 
it even less popular is its go-kart 
character, with two chicanes, and a full 
house of stop-and-go first or second- 
gear U-turns or double-right-angles. 

No track for a fast-corner merchant 
to show off his skills, but a place where 
hard chargers of every caliber run a 
constant risk of losing the front and/ 
or rear wheels as they push their 160 
bhp monsters deep into slow bends 
under braking, then fire them out under 
maximum wheelspin, fighting to keep 
the front wheels from lifting. 

What's required is a quick-turning 
bike with a smooth but generous power 
curve. None of the current works 
candidates comply: the Yamaha has 
good power but lacks agility; the 
Honda’s engine is good, but the slow 
and reluctant steering is well-known; 
the Suzuki steers well, but its rush of 
power tends to light up the rear wheel, 
a big drawback on the way out of low- 
gear bends (or, as at Spa, in the wet). 

What does seem to help is pre-race 
practice, especially because it gives a 
chance to get the gearing just right to 
launch without spinning. Last year, 
Lawson pre-tested, and won the race on 
the ostensibly wildly unsuitable 1989 
Honda. This year, Schwantz. and Mack- 
























































enzie did so, and both put their Suzukis 
on the front row of the grid. 

For a third race in succession, 
Schwantz dominated practice, which 
was in turn dominated by the increas- 
ingly oppressive and stressful weather. 
On each day, almost all the best times 
came in the morning, and the afternoon 
sessions were spent exploring the limits 
of overheated tires on overheated tarmac 
(up to 131 degrees). 

And overheated engines, as Mamola 
discovered: '"We're waiting for a bigge 
radiator — with this one the engine’s 
running at 75 degrees. On the dyno, it 
loses 30 percent of its power when it 
goes from 60 degrees to 70. It's like 
you've taken away one cylinder." 

Suzuki (among others) had mastered 
this problem, seldom straying above 65, 
while Schwantz's testing gave him the 
luxury of running strings of laps inside 
the record. 

"We know the bikes are gonna be| 
sliding around," he said. "I've been 
finding out where it slides, and working, 
on making it controllable, and making 
sure the front end doesn't let go.” 

He and Mackenzie had some new rea 
suspension parts, including revised 
linkages, and a stiffer unit, as well as 
new expansion chambers that improved 
top end power. Unfortunately, these 
had arrived only after the test sessio; 
and in the end Schwantz decided to sti: 
with the old setup, on the grounds of 
familiarity. 
Rainey made a similar choice, and 








Team Roberts left a new chassis supp- 
lied by the Yamaha factory in the back 
of the truck. It is intended to improve 
the Yamaha in the areas where the 
Suzuki is strong — especially quicken- 
ing and lightening the steering, but it 
is hard enough getting the gearing and 
suspension right for Le Mans without 
embarking on a whole new machine, 
and Rainey felt the decision was 
vindicated when he closed up to within 
three-tenths of Schwantz on Saturday 
morning. He tried teammate Lawson's 
new six-piston cast-iron brakes, but 
found them snatchy. 

"Eddie's easier on the brakes than 
me,” Rainey said. “I like to grab them, 
he just strokes them." So he went back 
to AP carbons. 

All the top five speeded up on day 
two, with Gardner displaced from 
second to third, and surviving one near 
miss in practice when going for a better 
time. He also discarded new chassis 
parts to stick with what he knew, but 
indulged in some strange brake exper- 
iments at Erv Kanemoto's behest. 

“I like the bite of cast-iron brakes, 
but they’re getting too hot, and you 
really need carbon brakes, which work 
better as they get hotter." Gardner said. 

So they fitted one of each to his 
Honda, and although it wasn’t perfect 
in that the iron brake was still over- 
heating, it was enough of a success for 
him to decide to race with the cocktail. 
"It's not bad, but it's not the answer. 
I know I'm going to have to switch to 
carbon brakes, but I want to get some 
testing done on them first." He 
shrugged off the problems of the heat. 
"It's better than rain. Sure, it's harder 
and tougher, but we're big boys now." 

Mackenzie moved up into fourth, to 
complete the front row, with a major 
hurry-up on Saturday morning. Again, 


he was simply working with what һе. 


already knew, with the single priority 
of beating Doohan to the sole set of 
Michelin A-team tires. He succeeded by 
two-hundredths, then had only the 
blistering final session in which to try 
and learn the new tires, running more 
than one-and-a-half seconds slower, and 
in the end rejecting them in favor of 
what he had already picked out. 

Doohan was having his usual trouble 
trying to get the Honda to turn, in spite 
of revised steering, and it was plain to 
see through the first uphill chicane, 
where he kept overshooting the camber 
change that helps the bikes change 
direction. It was the first time he'd been 
to Le Mans, and admitted: “I’ve been 
having trouble finding the right speed 
to go in there all weekend." By now 
rather peeved with his reluctant steed, 
he led row two from Lawson, who had 
been third to Gardner on day one, but 
was one of only two people not to go 
faster on day two, still pleading diffi- 
culty in changing direction from his 
injured foot. 

Sarron was seventh, and distressed 
and embarrassed at yet another crash, 
this time in free practice on Thursday, 
and again after pushing too hard on 
Dunlops that weren't fully warmed up. 
He broke his right-hand little finger, 
banged his right shoulder and his head, 
and said ruefully: “I shall have to take 
it easy for the rest of my home GP." 
Suiting the action to the words, he 
stayed in the air-conditioning for the 
last and hottest practice session. 

Then came Mamola, with the Cagiva 
running well if too slowly out of the 
bends. He pushed Sarron's teammate 
Ruggia to row three, with lots of dark 
Gallic imprecations that “the bike is all 
over the place, and the engine is 
running at over 80 degrees, and losing 
power." 

He had Garriga's Yamaha alongside, 
the Spaniard seeming to have lost his 
recent impetus, and only three-tenths 
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Spain's Carlos Cardus rode his Honda NSR250 to the French 250cc GP win, topping Luca Cadalora. 





ahead of V-four rookie Marco Papa, 
usually the best of the small group of 
Honda three-cylinder regulars, who 
had only ridden Chili’s NSR Roc- 
Honda for the first time in free training. 
Under the circumstances, the Italian 


` rider was making a good fist of his one- 


off works-bike outing, and not surpris- 
ingly was finding the bike something 
of a handful. *My bike has 110 hor- 
sepower, this has around 160. I'm 
surprised at how harsh the power band 
is," he observed. 

Then came Barros and the still 
disappointing Haslam on the remain- 
ing Cagivas, with a full three-second 
gap to Kees Doorakkers, the best of the 
three-cylinder regulars. There were 19 
starters, with privateer Niggi Schmass- 
man failing to qualify. 


500cc GP 


After a string of similar problems, 
Suzuki technicians blame an engine 
characteristic on the tendency of their 
V-four to gas up and bog down on the 
line. "We're working on it," they said. 
In any case, both Schwantz and Mack- 
enzie were left trailing from their front- 
row starts, while Gardner leapt into an 
early lead from Rainey, Doohan, 
Lawson and Sarron. 

Schwantz was through to seventh at 
the end of lap one (“Talk about late 
braking," he told his crew afterwards), 
with Mackenzie just passing Papa's 
NSR at the end of lap one to place 10th, 
with only two other V-fours behind 
him. Both were Cagivas, with Haslam's 
misfiring persistently, and plumb last. 

Into the far slow double-rights before 
the back straight on lap two, Gardner 
had a major moment that let Rainey 
through to the lead, and gave Doohan 
his worst fright all race as he- nearly 
ran into his teammate's swerving 
Honda. “My own fault," said Gardner. 
"arrived too fast with a tankful of gas." 
In the confusion, Schwantz slipped past 
Doohan into third, and now the leading 
trio got down to business. 

Gardner forced past Rainey into the 
lead again early on lap four, and 
Schwantz followed him later on the 
same lap, riding on the very edge as 
he closed on the Rothmans machine. 

“I knew when I was within half-a- 
second of him that I could win," the 
Texan said later. "From then on I 
started to save the tires, and only gas 
it when the bike was upright." 

Even so, he gradually closed up and 
started putting the pressure on, and his 
fastest lap of the whole race was the 
ninth, when he got over the hill better 
than Gardner, whose front wheel lifted 
too much, and was in a position to 
outbrake him for the first U-bend at the 
bottom of the hill. 





It was close, and Gardner later spoke 
of seeing Schwantz leave a black mark 
on the track with his front wheel. The 
Suzuki rider denied it. “I think I'd have 
remembered that. I went real tight 
inside there, and I may have brushed 
some dirt up with my knee inside the 
curb. Maybe that's what he saw;" 
adding with a grin: “Не had half-a- 
dozen big moments when I was behind 
him, and all he can remember is one 
of mine." 

Once ahead, Schwantz pulled out 
more than a second in the first lap, 
and was three seconds clear by lap 15, 
and clearly well in control of the race, 
keeping on with what is for him 
smooth riding, although it still 
involved plenty of sliding around. In 
the end, he won it by a convincing 2.5 
seconds. 

Gardner could do nothing to catch 
him, and furthermore had Rainey on 
his tail throughout, and less than a 
second down at the end. “1 was 
expecting him to have me," he 
grinned. “I tried real hard. I'm pleased 
with second.” 

Rainey was glum, but allowed: 
“Third is better than a DNF. It could 
have been worse." It was the first race 
all year where he was below second. 

Doohan recovered from his big scare, 
but wasn't able to take back any 
ground on the leaders. “Td chosen a 
different rear tire, and though they got 
away from me early on, it came strong 
later and I could get the power down 
better. I just wish the race had been 
a few laps longer." 

At the finish, he'd taken more than 
a second off Rainey, and was just over 
1.5 seconds down. 

Lawson had also been unable to 
keep the pace earlier on, but found he 
could press on at the end — his best 
lap was the 25th — and Mackenzie's 
charge had carried him up to the 
American's tail by lap 11. He started 
to challenge at once, and even came 
alongside the smooth-riding Lawson 
at one point. But he found it quite 
impossible to get past, and was forced 
to make a lengthy close-up study of 
the Yamaha's exhaust pipes. 

He was saving his effort for the last 
lap. “I was faster than him at the end 
of the pit straight, and if I passed him 
there, I think I could have held him 
for the rest of the lap." He didn't get 
the chance. 

With six laps to go, they lapped 
Haslam (now sliding around on the 
bad rear tire), and Lawson managed 
to put the Cagiva between them at a 
crucial point. Mackenzie was unable 
to recover the two or three seconds he 
lost, and in the end faded to finish 10 
seconds down on Lawson.

Another full minute away, Mamola 
completed a steadfast but lonely ride 
to seventh, comfortably clear of Gar- 
riga's Yamaha. Papa rode solidly to 
finish another 10 seconds down, the 
last rider on the same lap. Haslam 
battled on in 10th, with Irishman Eddie 
Laycock the top Honda triple finisher. 

Both Gauloises Yamahas packed up, 
Ruggia’s stopping out on the circuit 
on the fifth lap after he’d dropped to 
10th; and Sarron cruising into the pits 
with ignition trouble after 11 laps. He 
had been running seventh. Barros 
crashed his Cagiva at the end of lap 
five, without injury. 

Victory and the recovery. of five 
points was enough to sustain 
Schwantz’s slim title hopes, but he is 
still 30 points behind Rainey, who 
said: “I just have to keep my head down 
for five more races.” Doohan improved 
his third position lead over Mackenzie 
to 24 points, while Gardner leapt past 
Sarron and Garriga into sixth, closing 
on Ruggia and Mackenzie. 


250cc Qualifying 


Exceptional as usual, Kocinski went 
faster in the hot afternoons than in the 
mornings, showing steady progress 
throughout practice as he polished his 
performance on a track he had never 
seen before. “I haven't yet found a track 
that's difficult to learn," he said; and 
his scholastic prowess is such that by 
the end of day one he was fastest, and 
the next morning Le Mans veteran 
Cadalora was using him as a marker 
to try and get the best out of his own 
similar but slower Marlboro Yamaha, 
riding visibly harder than the Amer- 
ican, and moving briefly ahead. 

By now, however, last year's brilliant 
Le Mans winner Cardus had his Repsol 
Honda geared right and going, and 
had taken a clear half-second advan- 
tage to make sure of pole position. He 
too had tested here before the race, and 
it showed. 

Then Kocinski, for once saying that 
the Yamaha suited the tight circuit, got 
within two-tenths in the hot and 
slippery afternoon session, so maybe 
the issue wouldn't be so cut and dried. 

This left Cadalora third, with Zee- 
lenberg well on the pace in fourth, 
although doubtful of his ability to 
keep it up during the race, since his 
wrist injury has spoiled his fitness. He 
switched from Nissin to Brembo brake 
calipers, and was well pleased. The 
front row was completed by Carlos 
Lavado, continuing his revival on the 
yellow Aprilia. 

HRC's star Masahiro Shimizu is also 
improving as the season wears on, as 
the inscrutable Japanese rider did last 
year, and was second fastest in the first 
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ROAD RACE World Championship Road Race Series: Round 10 | ! 


The 125cc GP was won by Dutchman Hans Spaa 
third in the championship and he trails title leader Stefan Prien by 24 points.

session. He never did improve, but it 
was enough to secure him the lead of 
the second row of the grid from 
Reggiani's Aprilia, Jacques Cornu's 
works Honda, and erratic Frenchman 
Adrien Morillas's Aprilia. 

Row three was led by Alex Criville’s 
works Yamaha and concluded by 
Jochen Schmid, dispossessed of the 
spare works HB Honda by decree of 
HRC, since he is testing parts for next 
year's production RS. The bike (Roth's, 
with Bradl's machines kept in the truck) 
went to little-known Bernd Kassner, to 
the chagrin of other German privat- 
eers, and he qualified 18th, less than 
a tenth ahead of local GP debutante 
Jean Jeandat, very spectacular and 
spirited on his Honda RS. 


250cc GP 


Cardus made a clean start, and belted 
off into the wild blue yonder, already 
getting some air after only one lap, with 
Zeelenberg in pursuit, then a small gap 
to Kocinski, Shimizu, Reggiani, Cadal- 
ora and Lavado, whose Aprilia suffered 
ignition failure before he could finish 
another lap. 

Kocinski soon started closing on 
Zeelenberg, and was ahead of the 
Dutchman by the end of lap four (the 
Honda rider crashed unhurt two laps 
later) — but with Cardus more than 2.5 
seconds ahead, and the American had 
his work cut out. 

Nothing daunted, running his 
Yamaha well into the A-zone as he slid 
out of every corner, he gradually reeled 
the Spaniard in, sometimes only by a 
tenth of as second a lap, but always by 
something, his 12th lap a new record. 
And then he was on him, and the seven 
laps that remained were likely to be 
torrid beyond searing track tempera- 
tures and scorching sun. 

But Cardus, who likes to think of 
himself as a steady Lawson type of rider, 
proved that he could be just that, never 
giving an inch, and running remarka- 
bly consistent lap times. 

And it all proved too much for 
Kocinski, who pushed just a little bit 
hard out of the final chicane, and went 
flying over the high side on lap 17, 
landing heavily on his right foot, but 
without breaking anything. The eagle 
had landed. 

Cardus rode on to a majestic win, liis 
second of the year, almost 15 seconds 
ahead of Cadalora, who had settled back 
to what seemed would be a safe third 





place. Reggiani was also promoted by 
the crash, his first time on the rostrum 
this year. He might have been able to 
take on Cadalora, but they had been 
split up early on when Reggiani took 
a lap to get past Shimizu, who took 
a strong but lonely fourth. 

The battle behind saw Cornu and 
Wimmer break away, finishing in that 
order, with de Radigues losing ground 
behind. All of them got past Criville, 
who was riding without a rev counter, 
and was almost caught by his still 
injured countryman Alex Puig on a 
similar YZR. 

Not far behind, a fierce fight ended 
with Casoli’s TZ Yamaha narrowly 
ahead of Borgono's Aprilia, with the 
remarkable Jeandat taking 12th in his 
first GP, narrowly ahead of some 
seasoned competitors. 

Kassner had faded from the group to 
finish 18th; while Sarron and Morillas 
had both pitted early on with sundry 
problems. 

“It is good that we have a Cardus/ 
Kocinski battle for the title again," said 
a gleeful Cardus, “But bad that he fell 
off. He is a good rider. I had no idea 
he had gone until I saw my pit signal 
after another lap . . . I was just riding 
on at my own speed.“ A great win, that 
brings him to within seven points of 
Kocinski in the title chase. Cadalora 
retakes third from Zeelenberg, but is 39 
points down on the lead. 


125cc GP 


Hans Spaan came to Le Mans fresh 
from victory in Belgium with the 
painful sounding (but possibly mis- 
translated) statement: “It’s about time 
I got my fist out." Nonetheless it was 
one of the Italian brat pack on pole 
position — Doriano Romboni, nick- 
named "Rambo" after some notably 
bump-'em-off episodes earlier in the 
year. 

In the race, it was Romboni again 
who took off, leaving the brawl far 
behind as he had done at Assen, though 
rather more surprisingly at a slow track 
like Le Mans. 

Spaan, meanwhile, was second, and 
realized he must act at once to prevent 
a breakaway. By the time he did catch 
up, on lap six, the pair were almost 
10 seconds ahead of the usual gaggle 
of machines battling for third. 

Spaan took the lead on lap seven, but 
Romboni stayed with him, and went 
back to the front again on lap 12. There 





was nothing in it, and while Romboni 
claimed the record on lap 18, it was only 
by seven-hundredths of a second. 

So it came to the last lap, with Spaan 
now back in control — only for 
Romboni to surge past and lead onto 
the back straight. He stayed in front 
round the chicane, and on into the start 
of the last set of slow bends. Then Spaan 
pulled alongside, and rode heroically 
round the outside on the first right- 
hander. It gave him the line for the next 
left, and he managed to stay ahead to 
win his second GP in succession by 
three-tenths of a second. 

The group behind was engaged in 
the sort of close combat usually seen 
at the front. There was little time for 
tactics, but no hope without them, and 
it was the German Stefan Prein who 
got the best of it, finishing half-a-second 
ahead of the ever-present Loris Capi- 
rossi, whose weaving steed looked very 
wayward, with the returned Japanese 
rider Hisashi Unemoto another 10th 
down, then Jorge Martinez and Heinz 
Luethi (all on Hondas except for 
Martinez’s Cobas). A little over two 
seconds covered this group, from third 
to seventh place. 

The championship is still open, with 
Prein stretching his lead over Capirossi 
to a mere five points, Spaan and 
Romboni catching up, and Martinez 
now fifth. 


Sidecar GP 


Webster and Simmons led practice, 
cheered up also by the news of a limited 
but definite sponsorship deal to help 
them keep racing — with the new 
British satellite channel RSB. They also 
led the race, for the first three laps, until 
Alain Michel/Birchall forced their way 
past after harrying them from the start. 

Michel set a new lap record as he took 
the lead, but Webbo got back in front 
again after two more laps, and it looked 
like the development of a good close 
battle between the championship rivals. 
It only lasted until Michel suddenly 
slowed with a recurrence of gearbox 
trouble. From then on, the British triple 
champion could stroll home to win by 
a comfortable 12 seconds from Egbert 
Streuer, who had battled his way 
through after a poor start, eighth at 
the end of lap one. 

Third went to Abbott and Smith, who 
also came though from behind, and 
almost succumbed to a similar rear- 
guard charge from Kumano/Roesinger, 
the Britons leading the Japanese rider 
across the line by just over a tenth of 
a second. Kumano had passed the fifth- 
place Zurbruegy brothers on the last lap, 
and the Swiss outfit was just another 
half-second behind. 

The victory after two non-finishers 
revived Webster’s hopes of taking a 
fourth championship. He now has a 21 
point advantage over new second-place 
man Eghert Streuer, with Michel 
dropping to third another four points 
down. CN

arr bags the most bucks at "rained-out" DuQuoin Mile

DuQUOIN, IL, JULY 29 

ust moments prior to the start of 
Jees scheduled 25-lap AMA 

National at the. DuQuoin State 
Fairgrounds, it appeared that for the 
first time in three weeks a Camel Pro 
Series round would be completed. 
However, the dark storm clouds that 
suddenly appeared over the postcard- 
pretty mile oval as the final was 
gridding just as suddenly exploded in 


` a good old-fashioned Midwest cloud- 


burst, and the race was red-flagged at 
the completion of lap two. 

The Illinois Motorcycle Dealer 
Association's (IMDA) DuQuoin Mile 
had been rained out for the second 
week in a row. 

With no end to the deluge in sight 
and the track rapidly flooding, there 
was no chance of a restart. AMA 
officials decided to call the race, with 
the riders to be paid in the order they'd 
qualified for the final as per the AMA 
rulebook, and no points to be awarded. 

Their decision gave the “win” to 
Harley-Davidson factory rider Chris 
Carr, who'd put his Kenny Tolbert- 
tuned XR750 on the pole by virtue of 
his fastest winning heat race time. Carr 
earned $4800 of the $38,000 total purse. 

The fact that Carr was leading the 
final at the time of the red flag was 
little consolation to the Manteca, 
California, resident: “I wish it had 
been the 25th lap I was leading," he 
said, glumly. 

With no points awarded, there was 
no change in the series point stand- 
ings, and Carr continues to lead 
teammate Scott Parker, 137 to 124, with 
ESP Racing's Dan Ingram a distant 
third with just 76 points. 

It was a pity, really, as the action 
preceding the final hinted at the 
potential of a truly awe-inspiring final 
on this, the “Magic Mile," the fastest 
dirt track in the U.S. 

But as one Camel Pro Series regular 
was heard to say, “At least this time 
we got to race.” 


Time Trials 


As the disappointing turnout of 
approximately 5000 mostly Harley- 











Davidson-riding spectators came filing 
through the turnstiles, an equally slim 
field of 31 experts went up against the 
clock. 

Notable scratches included three- 
time Grand National Champion Jay 
Springsteen and Canadian National 
Dirt Track Champion Jon Cornwell. 
Sadly for three-time champ Spring- 
steen, he was again sick in his hotel 
room with a bout of the mysterious 
stomach virus which has plagued him 
for a decade, while Cornwell was off 
contesting a round of the Canadian 
National Road Race Championship in 
Shannonville, Ontario. 

When the dust settled from quali- 
fying, it was Terry Poovey who had 
turned the fastest single lap. Riding 
his Marioneaux Racing Honda RS750, 
the Texan veteran clocked a 36.188- 
second run at 99.480 mph, but said that 
there would be no hope of a new track 
record today. (That mark, set by Bubba 
Shobert in 1988, stands at 34.377 
seconds/104.721 mph, and is not just 
a record for DuQuoin but for all mile 
ovals.) 

"If I remember correctly, the day 
Bubba set the record it was overcast 
all day long, and the track was wet 
from the top to the bottom. Today, it's 
just too dry," Poovey said. 

The second best time was turned by 
the youngest member of the Milwau- 
kee factory squad, Kevin Atherton, 
who clocked a 36.479 on his Al 
Stangler-tuned XR750. Rodney Farris 
was next best with a 36.600 on his 
Gardner Racing H-D, while Ather- 
ton's teammates Scott Parker (36.608) 
and Chris Carr (36.615) rounded out 
the top five. 

Parker's machine was fitted with a 
"boom box” muffler here, despite the 
fact that there aren't any noise restric- 
tions calling for its use. When asked 
why, Parker's tuner Bill Werner said 
that the bike is too light to meet the 
AMA's new-for-1990 rules, and his 
options are bolting a lead weight to 
the frame rails or running the large 
muffler. 

“Га rather bolt it on up here than 





down there," Werner said, displaying 
a lead weight from his tool box. 
"Besides, it was still on there from 
Springfield, so I thought why change 
it?" 

When asked if the boom box made 
a horsepower difference, Werner rep- 
lied that yes, it made some extra ponies 
on top at the expense of some on the 
bottom: “If Scotty can keep his cor- 
nering speed up it'll be beneficial," 
Werner explained, “But if he has to 
get on and off the throttle a lot we'll 
have to try something else.” 

It must have worked, because the 
boom box stayed put. 

To help determine if Parker's bike 
is living up to its potential, Werner 
has been experimenting with a system 
which records rpm for playback later. 
A far cry from the high-tech on-board 
diagnostics employed by several Grand 
Prix road race teams, Werner's system 
is made for car use by a company called 
Autometer. It consists of a pickup 
which measures rpm off the tach drive, 
with the data stored by a small tape 
recorder mounted behind the right- 
side number plate, and protected by a 
zippered nylon pouch. 

These features, in combination with 
the 15-year-old Morris magnesium 
wheels fitted to Parker’s bike (in 
contrast to the wire-spoked wheels of 
the competition) make Werner appear 
to be an innovator, but Carr and 
Atherton dismiss Werner's tricks as 
mere “тіпа games." 

The balance of the top-10 qualifiers 
were Curt Rehmert on his Union City 
(Ohio) H-D, Tim Mertens on his 
Belleville Honda, Ronnie Jones on his 
Garvis Honda, Dave Durelle on his 
Donahue H-D, and Dan Ingram on the 
ESP Racing Honda. Durelle's XR750 
had lost its primary drive sprocket in 
practice, but it was fixed in time for 
qualifying and the lack of practice 
didn't appear to hamper his effort. 


Heats 


The late arrival of the medical 
helicopter (required to transport 
injured riders because the nearest 





hospital is some 23 miles away from 
the southern Illinois race facility) 
delayed the start of practice by an 
hour, but by the time the heat races 
came around the show was almost 
back on schedule. Less than a half- 
hour after the scheduled start, the first 
of four, 10-lap heat races that would 
advance the top-three finishers 
directly to the main event was given 
the green flag. 

Ironically, it would only have 
taken about 15 of those minutes to 
complete the National before the 
rains came. 

The first heat race was a battle 

between Jones and Poovey, with 
Durelle also making his presence felt. 
Poovey led most of the race as Jones 
attempted to get around on the high 
side. Each lap, Jones was able to 
challenge Poovey at the finish line, and 
on the lap that it counted Jones led 
Poovey across to take the win. Durelle 
finished third to take the final transfer 
spot. 
Behind the lead trio, David Camlin, 
Don Estep and Mike Hale battled back 
and forth for fourth, and in the end 
they finished in that order. 

The second heat race offered a 
glimpse of classic mile racing as six 
riders vied for the lead. Atherton, 
Ingram, Mertens, Billy Herndon, 
Scott Stump and Craig Estelle ran like 
a freight train until lap nine when 
Atherton pulled out a small advan- 
tage. Mertens tried to draft past 
Atherton at the stripe, but he came 
up just short, with Herndon earning 
the final transfer on his privateer 
Honda. Ingram, Stump and Estelle 
occupied the fourth through sixth 
placings. 

Heat race three saw the only crash- 
induced red flag of the day when on 
lap five Doug Davis lost the front end 
and plowed into a section of unpro- 
tected guard rail. Davis was down for 
quite some time, and though he was 
taken to the hospital for observation 
he was pronounced okay. 

The restart would see the field go 
six laps, lined up single-file according 











to the running order on the lap prior 
to the red flag. 

Morehead had been leading at the 
time, and he used his front-row 
starting position to jump into the lead 
at the restart with Rodney Farris in 
tow. 

The reason DuQuoin is so fast is that 
it's really four individual corners with 
short straightaways connecting turns 
one and two, and three and four, which 
let the riders keep their cornering 
speeds up. This is also the reason that 
the third heat was perhaps the best race 
of the day, as “Hot Rod” was consist- 
ently able to get underneath the 
“Findlay Flyer" down the short chutes. 
While Morehead apexed each of the 
four corners and drifted high on the 
short straights, Farris was able to hug 
the pole. Farris would lead onto the 
straights, but Morehead would 
unleash the fury of his Hank Scott- 
built, SuperTrapp-sponsored XR750 
to retake the lead into the following 
corner. 

When the checkered flag flew six 
laps later, it was Farris who was 
proclaimed the winner with Morehead 
a close second. Curt Rehmert earned 
the final transfer, while Brian Atherton 
passed Steve Burkholder to claim 
fourth place; Burkholder was fifth. 


The fourth heat saw a face-off 


between the two top dirt trackers in 
the country — Harley-Davidson fac- 
tory teammates Chris Carr and Scott 
Parker. But they were not the only ones 
in the race by any means as Rusty 
Rogers and Will Davis also made their 
presence felt. 

The race also marked Davis’ debut 
of the motor he’d claimed from Parker 
at the Albuquerque Mile. The motor 
had dropped a valve in New Mexico, 
sidelining Parker, but it was rebuilt 
by tuner Eddie Adkins and Davis 
pronounced it a flyer. 

"It's pretty standard, really," Davis 
said, downplaying the degree of mod- 
ifications to the Bill Werner-prepared 
motor for which he'd paid $17,500. 
“But that's good for us because we'll 
be able to keep it up. Hopefully it'll 
run as fast for us as it did for Parker. 
We'll get our money back." 

The motor must have some horsep- 
ower because Davis led at the start. Carr 
drafted past to take the lead down the 
back straight on lap two, and he then 
led until lap four, when Parker got by 
for a lap. It was then Rogers' turn to 
lead, which he did for a lap before Carr 
again got by. Parker kept Carr honest 
by taking the lead until lap eight, when 
Carr went underneath the reigning 
champ between turns three and four 
to take the lead for good. Parker 
finished second with Davis edging 
Rogers for the final transfer. George 
Roeder finished a distant fifth. 

Carr's time of 6 minutes, 3.539 
seconds was some three seconds faster 
than those turned by Atherton and 
Jones, and that earned Carr the pole 
for the final. 

Semis 

A pair of 10-lap semis would see the 
top two finishers advance to the main 
while the balance would be sent to the 
Last Chance Qualifier. 

Estep led* semi one off the starting 
line and would lead until lap three 
when Ingram, coming from a third- 
place start, laid claim to. the lead. 
Ingram then sped off into the distance 
to take what would be the day's largest 
margin of victory at over three seconds. 

A battle for the second transfer 
position was waged by Estep and Mike 
Hale, both on Harleys, and in the end 
Hale would go to the final while Estep 
would go to the Last Chance Qualifier. 
Camlin and Stump took fourth and 
fifth. 





Semi two saw Rogers vindicate 
himself as he led from start to finish 
on his FIG Racing Honda, despite a 
big slide on one lap while coming off 
turn four. Roeder earned the other 
transfer. spot, finishing a distance 
ahead of third-place finisher Burk- 
holder, with an equal distance back to 
Keith Jacobsen. John Holmes edged 
John Faulkner for fifth. 

Kevin Atherton’s brother, Brian, 
competing in just his second race since 
breaking his neck in Phoenix, Arizona, 


in 1989, retired from the second semi_ 


when his Harley’s crankshaft broke. 


Last Chance Qualifier 


The weather had been hot and hazy 
all day, but as the second semi con- 
cluded a storm front appeared on the 
horizon, A short intermission was 
planned between the semis and the 
LCQ, but with the skies threatening 
officials immediately called the field 
to the grid. 

For the riders coming from the 
second semi, this would mean two 10- 
lap races in succession. Estep had raced 
in semi one, and with a breather 
between races he may have had an 
advantage in earning the final transfer 
to the main. Riding his Stecl-Masters 
H-D, Estep gave it his all, trading the 
lead back and forth with Burkholder 
and Stump and then taking a narrow 
victory over Burkholder. Stump and 
Camlin finished a close third and 
fourth, respectively, while Estelle 
rounded out the top five. All but Estep 
were through for the day. 

Chance Darling barely made the grid 
for the LCQ after swapping his 
Harley’s clutch plates for the third 
time, and despite a heroic effort by his 
crew he finished dead last. 


National 


The skies loomed even more omi- 
nous now and the wind had begun to 
pick up, so officials bumped the Junior 
Invitational final back to hopefully 
allow the Expert final to run before 
the rains came. In fact, the announce- 
ment calling the Expert finalists to the 
grid was made before the start of the 
LCQ, which would have meant 35 laps 
with very little rest for LCQ winner 
Estep. 

As the sky became blacker and 
lightning bolts began to flash across 
the skies, thunder was thought to be 
heard, but the sound was in fact caused 
by scores of spectators fleeing the site 
on their Harley-Davidson V-twins. 

Pole-earner Carr had his choice of 
front-row grid positions, and he opted 
for the outside with Atherton, Jones, 
Farris, Parker, Mertens and Farris 
lining up in order to his left. 

Then, with heavy rain drops begin- 
ning to fall, the Rolling Thunder 
Show was given an optimistic wave of 
the green flag. 

Mertens came from his inside grid 
position to snatch the early lead with 
Carr in second. As the field came 
around to complete lap one, Mertens 
continued to lead with Carr, More- 
head, Jones, Farris and the rest hot on 
his heels. Carr went under Mertens in 
turn one to take the lead, and he and 
Mertens crossed the finish line together 
to complete lap two. 

Morehead had made some chassis 
adjustments between the heat and the 
final, and his bike appeared to be 
steering much better. But we would 
never know the outcome, as it was 
then, with the rain beginning to fall 
harder, that the race was red-flagged. 

The track quickly turned into a 
quagmire, the kind of gooey mud that 
pulls the shoes off your feet as you walk. 
With no end to the rain in sight, the 
AMA called off the event, and fans and 
racers alike left the facility in a hurry.

Junior Invitational 


Eighteen Junior riders had turned 
out for the Junior Invitational, and 
Turlock, California’s Steve Rasmussen 
was awarded the $420 winner’s share 
of the $1500 purse when the final was 
rained out. Riding his Harley- 
Davidson, Rasmussen had qualified 
fastest and won his six-lap heat race 
in decimating fashion, setting the fast 
time en route. Honda-mounted Jamie 
Grylicki won the second heat race, and 
he would earn the second place money. 
Wood Rotax rider Harold Dorsey was 
third. €N

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INTERVIEW Motocrosser Dus; Schmit

comeback to the World Cham- 

pionship 125cc MX Series, which 
they had won for 10 consecutive 
seasons from 1975 to 1984. But when 
team leader Dave Strijbos got injured 
last year, Suzuki could only stand by 
and watch as the title went to KTM 
and a little-known American named 
Trampas Parker. 

When Strijbos quit the Luongo- 
(Sylvain) Geboers-Bieffe Team last 
autumn, the team went looking for a 
rider to replace him. And with all the 
established GP stars already commit- 
ted elsewhere, they looked to America. 

Donny Schmit had finished fifth and 
second in the 125cc Nationals during 
his two years, 1987 and '88, on factory 
Suzukis, then last year he rode a 
privateer Honda to fourth in the final 
standings. Suzuki in Japan and 
Europe decided that the 23-year-old 
from Bloomington, Minnesota, was 
their man and Schmit has headed the 
125cc World Championship from the 
first race. 

Our European motocross correspon- 
dend Alex Hodgkinson recently talked 
to Schmit about his move to Europe 
and early races. 


L ast year Suzuki made a full-scale

Why did you decide to race in Europe 
and how did your ride with Bieffe 
Suzuki team come about? 

Last year I was a privateer in the U.S. 
Due to the fact that I didn't have a 
factory ride, I went and bought some 
bikes and my girlfriend and I drove 
the National circuit. Towards the end 
of last season I got vibrations that there 
were no openings in any of the teams 
in America, even though I had finished 
fourth in the 125cc Nationals as a 
privateer. 

Plus it has always been a goal of 
mine, a kind of dream, to ride the GPs, 
so I called Mitch Payton at Pro Circuit 
and Dave Zampierin at Bieffe Helmets 
(two of Schmit’s sponsors last year). 
I knew they both had contacts 
and I asked them if they knew any- 
body in Europe who would be 
interested in me or if there were any 
openings. 

Dave finally called me back and said 
he thought he might have something 
for me. He said there were a couple 
of different opportunities, and this one 
came about on the Bieffe Suzuki team. 

To cut a long story short, we 
summed up everything at the Bologna 
and Genova Supercross races. I was 
already contracted to come over to those 
races, and I signed the team contract 
at Genova. I had already been inde- 
pendently to Japan to test the new 
Suzukis. Actually it was at the Tokyo 
airport that I met my new team 
manager, Sylvain Geboers, for the first 
time. à 

These guys kind of took a gamble 
on me, and it has been a great boost 
that they showed such confidence in 
me. They did call around to ask what 
kind of a rider I was and what kind 
of a person I was to work with. I guess 
they got good answers, so we met in 
Japan, tested the bikes and here I am 
in Europe! 

Where are you based in Europe? 

I am based at Mol in Belgium. That 
is the hometown of Syvain and Eric 
Geboers. The race shop is real close 
to Tielen, and we have a nice apart- 
ment which was fixed up for us. It was 
all part of the deal. I think both the 
team and myself knew that they needed 
to help me out with a lot of these things 
this year since I am new in Europe. 
I had heard from a lot of people that 
it was hard adjusting over here, but 
after a year as a privateer I didn’t feel 
it could get much harder.

I had just spent a year driving from 
race to race by myself and working on 
my own bikes, so I had little time for 
practicing. It is very different over here 
but I think that this is the right team 
for me. 

Sylvain has been excellent, such a 
help. I mean, I arrived here and didn't 
know what you have to do when get 
to the borders. I wouldn't have known 
for which countries I would need a 
visa. Sylvain is like a second dad to 
me, keeping me headed in the right 
direction. 

My mechanic Harry Nolte also has 
a wealth of experience. He was with 
John Van den Berk when he was 125cc 
World Champion (1987) and knows all 
of the tracks real well. He can even 
tell me where to start on the gate. I 
might look at a start and think a certain 
place looks good, but every track has 
its own little peculiarities and Harry 


will know where the best starts have 
come from in previous years. He knows 
what sort of track we will travel to and 
can suggest somewhere to practice the 
week before the event. And of course 
he is a really good mechanic so I don't 
have worries about mechanical 
trouble. 

Is the racing so different in Europe 
than in the States? 

I think the biggest difference is pacing 
yourself because the races in Europe 
are longer. I think I had the physical 
conditioning, but there're always times 
when it can be useful to find just that 
little bit extra which will give you 
another place at the finish. 

You hurt your wrist at the beginning 
of March while practicing. What 
happened? 

I was testing in Italy. The Japanese 
technicians from Showa had been over 
and I had just finished my race bike. 


I decided to try out a 45-minute moto, 
and 30 minutes into it I came down 
a hill. It had been muddy two weeks 
before for a race and they hadn't 
touched the track and there were two 
mud ruts going off a jump, but they 
were packed after two weeks of sun- 
shine. My front wheel took one rut, 
I hit some braking bumps coming 
down the hill and the back end kicked 
over into the other rut. It really pitched 
me sideways right off the jump and 
I came down hard. 

Actually I didn't know that I had 
broken the scaphoid until I got to the 
hospital. It felt at first as though it 
was my thumb which had been hurt 
the most. There aren't a lot of nerves 
to the scaphoid and not a very big 
blood supply. I had to have a full arm 
cast but I was back oma bike five weeks 


` later. A lot of people are in a cast much 


longer. My teammate Pedro Tragter 
broke his last year, had some compli- 
cations with the healing and missed 
most of the season. 

I had been in the States while I 
couldn’t ride. I have a really good 
health club there and a good doctor. 
It was also good to be able to go training 
with some friends to keep my condi- 
tion up. That made the time go 
quicker. 

The Italian GP was my first race 
after the crash so it was lucky for me 
that the South American GPs were 
canceled. 1 

Presumably you didn’t expect to win 
the Italian GP then? 

No, I had only been able to ride a 
bike again four days earlier. I took it 
fairly easy the first day, and then rode 
each day to build myself up enough 
to take a few points. I would have been 
really happy with fifth place and that 
was my goal when I arrived. at 
Montevarchi. 

I just found myself leading. In fact, 
if I had needed it, I even had a little 
bit of reserve. 

Then you were sick before the second 
round in Holland. 

I had a stomach virus. It had started 
on the Saturday a week before the GP. 
Ihad been out riding that day and then 
I ate something in the evening, and 
I had planned to go out again Sunday. 
I drove to the track and just told Harry 
to load up the bike again because T 
didn't feel well enough. 

I didn't eat anything all week, and 
I couldn't run or train. I felt a little 
better on Friday. The only hutrition 
I had all week was soup and water. 

I saved my energy throughout Sat- 
urday and Sunday morning. I only did 
two laps to qualify on Saturday and 
then on Sunday morning I also did 
the minimum of five laps so I would 
have a little energy for the first race. 

I got a good start and actually started 
to pull away a little the first two laps. 
Then Tragter caught up and I let him 
past. I planned to just sit behind him 
but he didn't jump the step jump and 
I landed right next to him, so I decided 
it was better for me to stay in front 
again for a while. The two lap board 
just never seemed to appear, and I was 
getting tired so I let him past again. 
I was hot and dehydrating and I knew 
I had a big lead over the rest of the 
pack so I let him go. 

It was only three laps into the second 
moto before I felt the same again. I 
was running down the leaderboard, 
but I was real close behind two other 
riders when the two-lap board came 
out. I told myself I was going to get 
them, and I passed them both fairly 
quickly, but that was what really 


_ finished me off. I was going much 


harder those last two laps than I 
should’ve been, and I just fell over at 
the finish after I leaned my bike up 
against a fence. 





I don't remember much after that, 
but I would just like to thank Bob 
Moore. It was hot and people were 
handing him water because he needed 
it too, but he was just handing it to 
me, dumping it on my feet and wrists 
to cool me off. He was just as hot as 
I was, and I think that is really 
something of another rider to come 
and help me out like that. I recovered 
fairly quickly when they got me to the 
ambulance. 

Prior to your year as a privateer in the 
125cc Nationals, you had been a factory 
Suzuki rider for two years. What was 
the reason for the split? 

It was purely financial. My first year 
with Suzuki I finished fifth and they 
dropped my salary $10,000. Then in 
1988 I finished second and I expected 
to pick up the $10,000 again, but they 
turned around and wanted to drop my 
salary again. So I told them I would 
rather be a poor privateer and ride what 
I wanted to. I didn't care for Supercross 
at that time because they weren't my 
style and were getting very dangerous. 
Last year riding as a privateer was my 
most satisfying season in America. 
Presumably that financial dispute 
didn't affect your relations with Suzuki 
Japan. 

No. I kept my part of the deal. I knew 
I didn't have a ride for 1989 but I went 
to the motocross banquet at the end 
of the '88 season and said thank you 
to Suzuki for the support and the two 
good years which they had given me. 
I could have bad-mouthed them but 
I didn't, so I kept a good relationship 
and think that has paid off now. 

Why do so many Americans come to 
Europe now? 

For one thing there are so many 
cutbacks in the States, and a lot of them 
come thinking that it will be easier to 
win a World title over here than to 
win a National title in the States. 

Is it? 

In certain ways perhaps it is. I don't 
think there are as many really fast 
riders over here. I can only speak of 
the 125cc class, but the fast guys in 
the GPs are just as fast as the fast 
Americans. There are some excep- 
tions. Bayle is fast in America now, 
but he was dominant over here last 
year. 

What does the future hold for Donny 
Schmit? 

I have a two-year contract with the 
Bieffe Suzuki team and hopefully I can 
win the World Championship. I think 
I can do that this year, and hopefully 
1991 will also be a good season for me. 
Then I will just take it from there. I 
love racing and it has always been what 
I wanted to do, but you can never look 
further ahead than the next race. 

I was all ready to quit last year, but 
I got a little help from Pro Circuit and 
went on. It's the same here in Europe. 
If I can't get help, then I have my life 
to get on with. Don't get me wrong, 
I am fully committed to racing and 
winning. That is the most important 
thing to me at the moment and if 
someone is willing to help me, then 
Tam willing to give 110% towards my 
training and my team. Motocross is my 
life at the moment and I enjoy it, but 
when the time comes that I can't get 
a ride, I'm not going to dwell on it. 
I am going to be able to look back 
on my career and say ‘jeez, I was around 
the whole country, I was second in the 
125cc Nationals, I was a Grand 
National Amateur Champion, I've 
been all over Europe, hopefully I'll be 
World Champion, I've been on works 
bikes and I've seen the hard life of a 
privateer. I made it.' 

I've got a lot of good memories to 
look back on, but when the time comes 
to quit, I have a life to live outside 
motocross. єн

New this year was a split program 
with classes ranging up to the 200cc 
Modified running the first day with 
the big bikes scheduled for day two.

Chris Links came off a five-year 
retirement to lead the 400cc Modified 
National all the way. Scott Freber and 
Dan Diener caught up at the halfway 
point but couldn't force Links off the 
groove and settled for second and third. 
Links was a double winner as his 
Honda passed a post-race teardown 
and he gained the protestor’s $100. 

John Lowe dominated the 500cc 
Modified class as an excellent race for 
second took place. Joel Barrow, Paul 
Morgan, Phil Palmer and Scott Huff 
ran in tight formation. Huff worked 
his way into third but couldn’t get by 
Barrow.

Short Track

Randy Shank 
finished third over Brian Zurn. 

Nicky Hayden led the 65cc Modified 
(7-11) class until lap six when J.R.

Summers scores State Line win

SHELBY, NC, JULY 22 

ith the National Hare Scrambles 
W championship already decided 

in his favor, Honda’s Scott 
Summers is now focussing his atten- 
tion on the Grand National Cross 
Country title with a victory at the State 
Line Cross Country National. It was 
the third win of the series for the 
Honda XR600 pilot, Summers, which 
moved him into sixth place in the 
series point standings. However, 
despite currently running sixth in the 
series, Summers is still in champion- 
ship contention, with the best eight of 
the 12 races in the series counting 
towards the series championship. 

Second at the State Line National 
was the defending champ, Yamaha's Ed 
Lojak, while Team Green's Duane 
Conner placed third overall. Round- 
ing out the top five were 125cc pilots 
Gene Onail and Craig Jones. 

The seven-mile-plus course was 
relatively easy by cross country stand- 
ards: “It’s the 90 degrees temperatures 
combined with three hours of racing 
that's going to make it tough," said track 
designer Buren Hamrick before the race. 

Homestate hero Steve McSwain 
pushed his KTM into the early lead 
and set a torrid pace, one that would 
cost him later in the race. After one 
20-minute lap, McSwain was 40 
seconds clear of Lojak and Summers. 
Ohio's Gary Roach was fourth, just 
less than a minute behind McSwain, 
with fellow KTM rider Martin Keh- 
meier holding on to the number five 
position. 





For the first two of nine complete 
laps, McSwain tried to push away from 
the pack, and after the second lap he 
was more than 70 seconds clear of 
Summers, who displaced Lojak for the 
shotgun spot. Roach, still fourth, was 
soon more than two minutes back, 
while Duane Conner overcame a 
disastrous first lap to claim fifth 
overall after two circuits. 

By the end of the third lap, McSwain 
was showing the effects of his early 
charge and began to slow slightly, 
allowing Summers back into the hunt. 
Lojak had fallen more than a minute 
off of Summers’ pace; McSwain was 
twice that far ahead. Roach and 
Conner still clung to fourth and fifth, 
while current series points leader Tim 
Shephard dismissed Kehlmeier from 
the number six position. 

Laps four through six saw McSwain 
and Summers begin a see-saw tilt for 
the top spot once Summers made up 
the initial deficit. Summers hit the 
barrels at the end of lap four in the 
lead position with McSwain breathing 
down his neck. The top spots would 
be reversed on the next lap, as McSwain 
regained the lead going into the 
checkpoint but with just two seconds 
to spare. Then on lap six Summers 
made his getaway, leaving a fatigued 
McSwain behind by a minute and a 
half. Lojak was closer to McSwain that 
the KTM was to Summers and soon 
his sights would be set on McSwain's 
rear fender. Conner also made some 
headway on lap six, overcoming a 





stubborn Gary Roach for the fourth 
overall position. 

Over the course of the last three laps, 
Summers would go on cruise control 
to preserve his energy for any 
unplanned situations. He almost got 
one when Lojak, having displaced 
McSwain on lap seven, made a late 
thrust for the lead. Summers turned 
up the pace a notch to maintain his 
lead spot and crossed the finish line 
16 seconds ahead of Lojak. Conner 
moved around McSwain as well and 
took third overall, second 250cc A 
behind Lojak. Next in class were 
Roach, Shephard and Doug Blackwell. 

McSwain eventually fell completely 
out of contention with a fouled spark 
plug and would relinquish two more 
Open A positions in the process. Mark 
Hyde accepted the Open A class win 
after Summers was bumped up into 
the overall position in the results 
column. Georgia's Bryan Adams was 
next with McSwain and KTM rider 
Charles Rogerson and Greg Holden 
following. 

In the 200cc A class one of the 
tightest battles in quite some time 
developed between the lead trio of 
Onail, Jones and Stan Lojak. From the 
first lap on, the three 125cc machines 
broke away from the class contender 
Dave Fallas, Robert Tominello and 
Jeff Lauth. Jones led much of the way 
but seemed to wear down late in the 
race. That gave Onail, the defending 
class champion, a late shot at the top 
and he took it with the white flag 

° flying. Onail beat Jones across the line 
by just 15 seconds with Lojak trailing 
by just eight more. 

The Four-Stroke A class saw Ken- 
tucky's Harvey Whitaker better Pen- 
nsylvania's Tracy Warrington in a 
two-way battle for the win. 

Once again the man -with all the 
right moves in B class racing was 
Ronald Palermo, who moved one step 
closer to the brand new Yamaha 
motorcycle to be given away to the top 
Brider of the series. His eight-lap 250cc 
B effort all but assured him of the title. 
Doug Deaton and Jeff Lowery 
trailed. ON

The all-new KX80 gets a tubu- 
lar perimeter frame similar to 
the ones introduced on the 
KX125 and 250 last year. Like 
its bigger brothers, the 80's fuel 
tank dips into the frame for a 
lower center of gravity. A sin- 
gle radiator hides behind the 
shroud, while the exhaust goes 
up the other side. Other chassis 
changes include an improved 
swingarm, revised-ratio Uni- 
Trak linkage and improved 
damping in the rear shock. 
The engine now has an 
electrofusion-coated cylinder 
with improved porting and a 
five-bolt cylinder head for rig- 
idity. Kawasaki will once again 
have the KX60 in its lineup for 
the younger riders. 
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Both the KX125 and 250 
share the same improve- 
ments such as broader 
powerbands, micro- 
computer controlled digital 
ignitions, larger-diameter 
inverted forks, dual-piston 
front disc brake calipers, 
lighter wheels, improved 
perimeter frames, revised 
Uni-Trak suspension lin- 
kage attached to more rigid 
swingarms, aluminum rear 
subframes, recessed chain 
adjusters and sintered metal 
brake pads. The KX250 gets 
a new exhaust pipe to 
improve top-end power 

as well. 


The KX500 still didn't get the 
perimeter frame and is rela- 
tively unchanged for 1991. 
Like the 125 and 250 it gets 
larger-diameter inverted car- 
tridge forks, dual-piston front 
brake caliper, lighter wheels 
and recessed chain adjusters, 
plus a recalibrated rear shock. 
For the off-roaders, the 
KDX200 returns to the Kawa- 
saki lineup in 1991 with only 
slight graphic changes. 





WORKBENCH

Fluidless brake bleeding 


hen most people think about 
WY caine air from a hydraulic 

brake system, they almost im- 
mediately get a half-filled jar of brake 
fluid and a short length of rubber hose 
from the shelf and a small wrench from 
the tool box. Then they (or a friend) 
pump up the brake lever/pedal, hold 
it, and loosen the bleed valve to allow 
brake fluid to escape, hopefully along 
with any air bubbles that may be 
present in the system. 

Although this method may work in 
most cases, Paul Thede of Race Tech 
came up with a much more efficient 
way to bleed brakes. Thede’s method 
removes the air bubbles, yet prevents 
more air from entering the system, and 
it can be done with the system com- 
pletely sealed. 

According to Thede, when the time- 
honored pump-the-pedal-and-crack- 
the-bleed valve method is used, there 
is the potential for air to enter the 
system through the bleed valve threads 
or through the bleeder hose apparatus. 
There is also the potential for air to 
be pumped directly into the line if the 
reservoir drains to the point that it’s 
empty as the fluid is pumped out the 
bottom. 

There are also special vacuum 
devices which suck bubble-laden fluid 
down, but according to Thede there’s 
not enough fluid flow to be effective. 
You can also use a squeeze bubble to 
pump brake fluid into the system from 
the bleed valve, but you still have a 
loose valve with the potential for air 
to enter the line. 

Thede’s method is based on the fact 
that air rises in liquid. The common 
method attempts to remove air by 
forcing it down the line, and since 
there is very little fluid flow within 
the brake system any trapped air 
bubbles move down very slowly. 

Using Thede's method, the brake 
caliper must be removed from its 
mount and the brake line in as straight 
a line as possible. It's also a good idea 
to be sure there is adequate fluid in 
the reservoir, as some pumping is 
required. Insert a screwdriver or other 
flat, narrow object between the brake 
pads, leaving ample room for them to 
compress on the object. 

Pump the brake a few times so the 
pads are tight, then carefully twist the 
object to pry the pads apart, watching 
for air bubbles in the reservoir. Do this 
several times and tap the brake line 
between each repetition. As the piston 
is forced back into the caliper, fluid 
is forced back up into the reservoir at 
the top at a much greater rate, carrying 
any air bubbles to the surface. 

When you're satisfied that all the air 
is removed, be sure that the reservoir 
is full and replace the cap. The rubber 
bladder on the top of most reservoir 
caps should just touch the fluid. As 
the pads wear and more fluid is needed 
in the caliper, the fluid level in the 
reservoir will drop. The bladder fills 
with air and remains on top of the fluid 
so that no air pockets can form. 

Thede recommends using a squeeze 
bulb to fill the line when a new brake 
system is installed. Once the system is 
full, then use his method to bleed any 
air that remains.

McGrath storms Los 
Angeles Ultracross

LOS ANGELES, CA, JULY 21 
Jie McGrath stormed up from 





a seventh-row start to claim the 
250cc Ultracross win at the Mickey 
Thompson Off-Road Championship 


Gran Prix in the Los Angeles Memor- 
ial Coliseum. The win was the 18-year- 
old Kawasaki Team Green rider’s 
fourth of the series and he did it in 





front of more than 46,000 fans who 
came to watch the off-road truck, 
buggy, ATV and motorcycle show. 

McGrath’s Team Green teammate 
Michael Ray Craig finished second and 
padded his points lead in the series 
when defending Ultracross champ Jim 
Holley crashed in his heat race and 
suffered broken ribs, a bruised kidney 
and aggravated a previous shoulder 
injury. Holley, who expects to be back 
for the next round in September, still 
held on to second in the standings but 
trails Craig by 79 points, 390-311. 
Lowell Thomson, who finished third, 
remains third in the standings ahead 
of McGrath. 

Normally timed qualifying is held 
early in the day to determine the fastest 
riders, who are then placed near the 
back of the starting grid to provide 
more passing action for the spectators. 
But due to a large number of entrants, 
qualifying was dropped and two, 
seven-rider rows were used to start each 
heat race. The main used the tradi- 
tional Ultracross format of several two- 
rider rows with the heat winners at the 
back. 

Tracy Monterone grabbed the hole- 
shot at the start of the first qualifying 
heat, but he was quickly passed by 
Craig. The Kawasaki Team Green/ 
Thor/Bell/Oakley/Maxima/100%/Pro 
Circuit/Life’s a Beach/Ceet/Renthal/ 
Acerbis/Dunlop-sponsored rider then 
set the pace with Holley moving in 
close behind. A few lengths behind 
Holley, Randy Moody and Russ Wage- 
man scooted up into third and fourth. 

Holley began to pressure Craig for 
the lead, and on lap three of the seven- 
lap race pulled alongside the leader as 
they approached a series of double 
jumps. Holley came up short in the 
last set, was thrown from his bike and 
was then taken to the hospital for his 
injuries. 

Meanwhile Derek Natvig set a 
blistering pace and had sliced through 
the field after a last-place start. Natvig 
sailed into fourth when he out-jumped 
Wageman down the peristyle. Natvig 
tried to get Moody too, but spun out 
in the final turn and had to settle for 
fourth. Up front, Craig took a convinc- 
ing win while Thomson, who had 
avoided the downed Holley, worked up 
into second ahead of Moody. 

McGrath stole the holeshot in the 
second qualifier but was surprised 
when Chris Young blew past him in 
the second turn. Mike Young and 
Tommy Clowers followed. 

By lap two Larry Brooks charged up 
to Clowers’ fender from his second-row 
start and applied pressure. Clowers 
bobbled as they climbed into the 
peristyle and Brooks emerged in front 
when they reappeared. 

Up front, McGrath gained on Chris 
Young as only he and Craig were 
tripling a set of jumps on the front 
straight. McGrath was breathing down 
Young’s jersey and took the lead as 
they descended from the peristyle. 
Mike Young was next to reel in Chris 
Young and squeezed under him in a 
tight turn. Soon after being passed, 
Chris Young began to feel the pressure 
from a hard-charging Brooks. The two 
riders made contact a few times, but 
Chris Young hung tough and held on 


to third at the finish. McGrath crossed , 


the line with a comfortable lead over 
Mike Young. 

Monterone grabbed the holeshot at 
the start of the main event with Shawn 
Wynne, Chris Young and Wageman 
in tow. Young quickly displaced 
Monterone and tried to get away from 
the field, but Brooks raged through the 
pack and onto Young's rear fender. 
Just when it looked as if Brooks would 
pass, he lost control and went down. 

Since they had won their heats, 





McGrath and Craig -began from the 
seventh row and had to work their way 
through the field. McGrath weaved 
through traffic, using the triple jump 
to his advantage many times. Craig 
followed close behind, but seemed to 
have more difficulty passing some of 
the riders. 

McGrath moved into third behind 
Thomson on lap three and swooped 
past him in the far corner. McGrath 
then set his sights on Young and began 
to eat away at the distance separating 
them, finally putting his White Bros./ 
AXO/Klemm Research/Scott/Tsu- 
baki/Bell/CTi/Kohler Kollors/Dun- 
lop/Ceet-backed Kawasaki into the 
lead when he out-powered Young up 
the peristyle. 

Once out front, McGrath imme- 
diately began to establish a lead. Craig 
flew past Thomson over the triple 
jump to take over third on the fifth 
lap of the eight-lap race. Young soon 
felt the pressure as Craig powered into 
his shadow, and as the two riders 
negotiated the peristyle Craig sailed 
back down to the Coliseum floor past 
Young to take over second. Although 
Craig began to close in on McGrath, 
it seemed as if he was content to stay 
in second. 

“Jeremy and I knew that it would 
be one of us winning," explained 
Craig. "Before the race we figured on 
following each other as we worked 
through traffic, and it turned out pretty. 
good. Once we got into first and 
second, I didn't really push it. With 
Holley out, I figured on settling for 
second and the points instead of 
pushing it and risking going down." 

"Thomson was not content in fourth, 

however, and set after Young. After 
shadowing Young while looking for 
a way to get by, Thomson seemed a 
bit surprised when the Suzuki rider 
backed off as they exited a tight turn. 
Thomson motored into third but was 
unable to gain on Craig. 
"After McGrath and Craig got by I 
heard someone behind me holding the 
throttle wide open and thought it was 
Brooks," said Young. “After those run- 
ins during the qualifier I didn't want 
to get taken out.” 

McGrath took the win and thrilled 
the crowd with a clicker over the 
finish line jump. Craig followed close 
behind with Thomson, Young and a 
recovered Brooks crossing the line 
next. 

“This track is real good," said 
McGrath. “1 felt pretty confident on 
it and felt that I had a good chance 
from the seventh row. Craig and I were 
the only ones jumping the triple, and 
I knew it would make it easier to work 
through traffic.” 

“Things went well,” said Thomson. 
“I feel that I rode well and did the best 
I could. (McGrath and Craig) were 
jumping a section I wouldn’t do, so 
I don’t know if I could’ve caught 


them." CN

Hawkins takes contr 
in Colorado Rockies

GUNNISON, CO, JULY 22 

uzuki's Randy Hawkins moved 
М into the National Championship 

Enduro Series points lead with a 
stellar performance in an event that 
some top-ranked contenders described 
as the longest and toughest National 
Enduro they'd ever ridden. 

The seven-hour, 199-mile contest 
pushed the riders to their limit, but 
it was still too close to call when 
Hawkins and Kawasaki pilots Kelby 





Pepper and Larry Roeseler stormed 
into the finish. Points were quickly 
added and the back-up sheets were 
checked, and when the score were 
finally tallied, Hawkins had a slim 
two point advantage over Roeseler 
with Pepper two more points back in 
third. 

It was Hawkins’ third win of the 
series which puts him out in front in 
the race for the overall championship 








honors, but with just five points 
currently separating him and 1987 title 
holder KTM’s Kevin Hines, Hawkins’ 
three-in-a-row title bid is far from in 
the bag. 

The Block-N-Tackle National 
Enduro was sponsored by the High 
Country Motorcycle Trail Riders and 
attracted an impressive field of 400 
riders from 25 states. 

The route chart showed 199 miles 
of riding ahead with speed averages as 
high as 36 mph and the trail, which 
began at 10,000 feet went as high as 
13,000 feet. 

“We wanted to introduce the riders 
to the Colorado Rocky Mountains and 
I think we've done a pretty good job,” 
said race promoter Duane Gray. 

The event began at eight a.m. and 
all eyes were on the National contend- 
ers. Hawkins was only 11 points 
behind Hines for the overall title going 
into the event. 

Hines’ lead was in trouble the 
minute he left the line. 

“T started out with a faulty odometer 
— it was reading in kilometers and I 
was having problems about 1.4 miles 
off the start," said Hines. "I threw 
away three minutes early in the race 
just being overly cautious because I 
didn't have an odometer and things 
just got worse from there." 

Local favorite Fritz Kadlec was in 
trouble, too. 

“I was trying too hard, that was my 
biggest problem," said the Gunnison 
resident. “I fell down and broke my 
roll chart off right off the start and 
I had to get a kid to give me his." 

Four-time National Enduro champ 
Terry Cunningham was not off to a 
good start either. The Kawasaki pilot 
endoed his way to a one-minute 
penalty just three turns from the first 
check and got two flat tires 18 miles 
before the gas stop at 70.8 miles. 

Even racers enjoying a trouble-free 
ride found it hard to keep up when 
the speed rose from 18 to 24 mph near 
the first gas and the points started to 
stack up fast. 

The course was so tough that 
mechanical problems were almost a 
blessing, according to Garth 
Sweetland. 

“There aren't too many riders on 
time,” said the Arizona racer who was 
sidelined at gas one. “It’s pretty tough. 





I'm almost glad I'm not out there. And 
we didn't get to the 36 mph part yet!" 

The tight trails never let up and the 
casualties grew as the day wore on. A 
promising ride by Suzuki's Dave 
Bertram was cut short when he with- 
drew with stomach ailments near the 
115-mile mark. Jeff Russell came out 
of the timberline section after catching 
his foot on rock trying to skirt around 
a bottleneck, and Kadlec's bid for a 
hometown win went from bad to 
worse. 

“I got a flat about 80 miles into the 
ride — it didn't cost me any time but 
I dropped the bike in a creek and 
watered out," said Russell. “I had to 
tip the bike upside down and drain 
the water out. The worst thing was 
there was a check about 150 feet from 
where I was but I didn't know it. I 
could've pushed the bike there and 
maybe lost a minute, but I dropped 
a minimum of five minutes getting the 
bike started again." 

Cunningham took himself out of the 
race at mile 82. 

“T changed my two flats at the gas 
stop at 70.8 miles and then I had to 
stop and fix the odometer because 
changing the flats goofed up the 
magnet," said Cunningham. “I went 
another six miles after that and crashed 
big time going really fast on a two- 
track. I thought I could jump a pile 
of rocks but it turned out to be bigger 
than I expected. I tore the bike up and 
ripped a big hunk of meat out of my 
finger. So I quit there." 

KTM's Jeff Fredette was trying a 
gentler approach. 

"I was out watching the scenery," 
said Fredette. "I didn't want to push 
because I know there's no air up here 
and you can't push very far. I tried to 
make no mistakes and just keep going 
— nothing exciting. I didn't fall all 
day and I made it to the finish in one 
piece. That's the main thing.” 

The pace was fast and furious as the 
frontrunners pitted at 133 miles and 
headed into the final A-only section 
of the course. A trouble-free ride had 
Pepper fractionally ahead of Hawkins 
for the lead, but fender cards showed 
Roeseler, Kadlec and Bruckbauer were 
just a few points back and still within 
striking distance of the leaders. 

The A loop was everything race 
organizers had promised and more: 








“There were trails out there that you ' 


wouldn't even want to hike ир,” said 
ATK's Paul Krause. “The whole loop 
was side hills — narrow little goat 
trails everywhere and lots of rocks.” 

The tired riders battled head to head 
with the difficult terrain and when the 
average speed shot up to 36 mph with 
20 miles to go, timekeeping flew out 
the window. “Thirty-six was impos- 
sible on those trails — we were lucky 
to go maybe 24, so we were eight to 
10 minutes late in the last section,” 
said Roeseler. “The speed didn't really 
matter — it was just telling you to go 
for it." 

“I thought the last half was way too 
fast — it was an excellent race until 
that part," said Hawkins, who had 
maintained a trouble-free ride all the 
way. "There's nothing wrong with 
having a 36 mph average if they leave 
you in the woods but I was running 
60 to 70 mph down little goat trails 
with a bit of grass on either side and 
no margin for error. 

"It was a long day too — one of the 
longest I've ever ridden," Hawkins 
said. "I'm not complaining but we 
could've done without the last 30 miles 
and it still would've been an excellent 
race. It was just too long. The organ- 
izers proved their point early in the 
day — they didn't need to pound из.” 

But Hawkins wasn't giving up. He 
kept charging all the way and when 
he splashed through the final stream 
10 minutes behind time for the final 
section and more than seven hours 
after the race began. 

"Suzuki won it for me," said Haw- 
kins. “105 easy to win a race when the 
bike works like mine does and I have 
to thank Jeff Slavens for building the 








motor and Factory Connection for the 
suspension. I had a lot of support from 
Suzuki and my pit crew from back 
home was great. They took care of my 
bike so all I had to worry about was 
me and that makes a lot of difference. 

"People will have to think up a new 
rumor now," said the winner. “They 
don't seem to think that I can ride in 
the rocks — that's what they've been 
saying, but there were billions of rocks 
out there today so I guess I proved them 
wrong. We'll have to see what they say 
now." 

Pepper spent the last loop just 
hanging on. 

"About 160 miles into it all you're 
doing is looking for the finish," said 
Pepper. “Everybody was tired in that 
last section and with a 35 mph average 
you just do what you can." 

Kadlec made up time in the fast- 
paced final miles to capture fourth 
overall with 55 points; Bruckbauer's 
Yamaha landed fifth with a points 
total of 64, and Russell limped around 
happily after earning sixth overall 
with 67 points despite a badly bruised 
foot. 

Hines overcame his early problems 
to finish seventh. 

“T had a terrible day right from the 
start and the trails were very high speed 
for what we're used to for enduros,”’ 
said Hines. "I got really dehydrated 
because of something I was taking for 
the elevation, too. I just had lots of 
problems. The next one can only be 
better.” 

Hines was followed in by local racers 
Kevin Davis (79) and Chris Wilbanks 
(80), and Kurt Hough rounded out the 
top 10 with an 84. 

“Not too good today,” said Hough. 








Team Green’s Larry Roeseler was another top contender at the Colorado 
National. Roeseler finished just two points behind Hawkins for second overall. 


“I got a flat right after the third gas 
and had to ride it to the fourth gas, 
and I just wasn’t riding really good 
today. The trails were tough too. The 
ones that aren’t rocky. were okay but 
the pure rocks aren’t any fun to ride 
in at all.” єх

Perseverance pays off 
for Schultz in Ohio

COLUMBUS, OH, JULY 13-15 
marginally better reaction time 
vaulted Dave Schultz to the Pro 
Stock victory over Paul Gast at 
the International Drag Bike Associ- 
ation's (IDBA) Firecracker Nationals. 

Weather anchors promised 
nothing but rain and flooding for the 
Ohio Valley, and Friday's tune and 
test session turned into bench racing 
and early entry. Not until 4:53 p.m. 
Saturday afternoon did the first pair 
of motorcycles make the quarter-mile 
pass down the racing surface. Two 
rounds of qualifying later, the day 
ended. On Sunday morning the rain 
broke at 9:00 a.m. and the third round 
of qualifying got underway at 11:15. 

In the professional ranks, D'Wayne 
Carlock led the Funny Bike field with 
a 7.124-second/181.45 mph run to 
claim the top finishing spot ahead 
of reigning champ Steve Drake with 
a 7.27/182.92. Pro Comp racer Ed 
Killar entered his first season event 
on a high note with a 7.598/173.74 
to take the number one spot ahead 
of points dominator Dave Cartwright 
at 7.808/166.06. Pro Stock Champion 
Dave Schultz earned the lead Pro 
Stock spot on his first pass with a 
7.898/169.81. Paul Gast took number 
two with a 7.959/164.23. 

When everything was said and 
done, the most exciting competition 
pass of the day had to be the one 
between Pro Stock competitors Paul 
Gast and Dave Schultz. Schultz 
earned his final position by taking 
the top qualifier, defeating his friend 
Lance Boyer in round one with the 
best reaction time and e.t. at 7.93/ 
169.81. Other round one action 
included Norman Devine astride the 
1989 Lance Boyer ride taking points 
leader Benny Mens out of the com- 
petition with an upset win. Schultz 
quickly stomped the flames by leav- 
ing Devine in the dust with a 7.93/ 
168.53. As number two qualifier, Gast 
took out Tim Goff in round one with 
a 7.92/164.23. Fourth qualifier 
Randy Johnson took out Keith Gray 
in the first round, but had little hope 
when Gast turned a 7.93/164.83 
against his 8.16 and slow reaction 
time. Gast had earned his spot in the 
final. 

With a .007 advantage, Schultz had 
lane choice. Gast's mostly pink 
motorcycle staged in the left lane. 








Schultz slowly moved his black Eagle 
1 Ninja into the beams. Yellow, green 
— it was Schultz out first again with 
a .455 reaction time, and Gast follow- 
ing with the r.t. that cost him the title 
— .466. Both crossed the finish line 
at what appeared to be the exact same 
time, and the scoreboard lit up 7.936 
in both lanes. Schultz turned a 167.91, 
Gast a 166.05. Schultz took his first 
IDBA win of the season. 

On the human interest side of 
motorcycle drag racing, Super Gas 
rookie Margaret Borchardt earned her 
first National event win at the Fire- 
cracker Nationals. She qualified 20th 
with a 9.990/132.35 against a 9.90 
Super Gas index. The top 23 in the 
41-bike field made an earned ‘уе’ 
run in round one. Borchardt turned 
a 9.86/133.13 on her pass which, in 
competition, would make her break 
out and lose. Witha little adjustment, 
she staged and won the following five 
rounds which made her tops in her 
field for the weekend. 

'The final round included a double 
breakout — meaning both Borchardt 
and her competition, Michael Phillips, 
went under the 9.90 index. Borchardt 
was under the index the least — which

Garrison takes two at

Foreigners take Windy

ELK GROVE, IL, JUNE 10 

After weeks of cool weather and above-average 
rainfall a wonderful sunshiney, 75-degree day 
greeted 400 spectators and 45 trials riders from 
all over the Midwest and overseas who came 
to the unique 2nd Annual Indus-Trial, 
organized by the Windy City Trials Riders. 

Loads of dirt, boulders and giant logs were 
trucked onto this very flat five-acre lot in the 
industrial park of Elk Grove. Over the years, 
some very challenging sections have been 
constructed especially for the Expert and 
Championship classes. 

In the Championship class, the 12 sections, 
ridden in three loops, were very challenging 
and only six riders dared to enter. 

Last year's winner, Sweden's Jonny And- 
erson riding a Yamaha, was looking very 
shaky with a massive first loop score of 25. 
Canada's Tom Farr, aboard a Bley Tool 
Works-sponsored HRC TLM 260, had the best 
score, 16, Farr rode ever-so-smoothly over the 
giant tractor tire section number three. This 
section was laid out with four-foot gaps 
between the 15 tires, a jump off, and then 
a remount with no run to get on top. The 
greatest challenge was to stay out of the gaping 
center holes. 

Vacationing in Chicago. with family and 
friends, Czechoslovakian Peter Hula was not 
far behind with 28 points for the first loop. 

The second and third loops were fierce when 
Andersson came in with an outstanding nine 
and five points, compared to Farr's 18 and 
eight, which resulted 1n a tie of 39 points and 
Andersson taking top honors by beating Farr 
by three cleans. 

Third went to Hula, who rode remarkably 
well and had consistent loop scores on his 
dated, and borrowed, 1986 Honda RTL250. 
Steve Clark of Nebraska and local resident 
Sven Bley had a battle of their own, resulting 
in another tie, each taking 103 points and 
Clark taking it by one clean. Dave Rohrsch- 
neider, also a local resident, DNF on his Fantic 
by slamming section seven's five-foot vertical 
wall a little too hard, breaking the rear brake 
hose. 

For all the riders and spectators, section 
number two was a show in itself. It featured 
giant pyramids and teeter-totters painted 
bright orange in combination with slabs of 
concrete and giant stub logs. It was situated 
right on the front lawn and draped in colorful 
banners so that anybody driving by would 
have to stop and check it out. There were two 
sizes of teeter-totters to accommodate all 
classes with the large one Championship class 
only. As intimidating as this section looked 
it was a very low point-taker. 

In the Expert class, 16-year-old Patrick 
Ottosson of Sweden, riding a borrowed, four- 
stroke HRC RTL250, cleaned house with 23 
points over last year’s winner Jim Snell aboard 
an Aprilia. 

In the Junior class, Jeff Zoroske of Indiana 
rode his Beta to a very smooth, low score of

Darland scrambles at Snowflake 
100 Cross Country

TAYLOR, AZ, JULY 8 

Jeff Darland scrambled to his second win this 
season during round four of the American 
Desert Racing Association's (ADRA) 1990 
Championship Series held in the Sitgreaves 
National Forest. 

“That was the fastest course I've ever raced 
on," said Darland at the finish line after 
fending off the challenge of KTM-mounted 
rival Mark Miller. Darland averaged 43.13 
mph for three laps around the 34-mile 
Snowflake course aboard his Jim Quinn/ 
Sunnyslope Honda/Maxim Power-sponsored 
Honda CR500. Darland leads the points chase 
with 330 points over Garth Sweetland with 
305. 

Starter Phil. Auernheimer flagged off 98 
bikes at 9:30 a.m. Sunday by pairs every 30 
seconds. Darland and Miller led off with 
Miller taking the lead from Darland within 
sight of the start line by motoring around the 
outside of the Honda rider on his very fast 
Dave Brosius-tuned KTM. 

Miller used the 10 mph top speed advantage 
of his KTM to lead Darland until near the 
end of the first lap when his rear brakes failed 
and the Paradise Valley, Arizona, resident 
eliminated himself by crashing into a tree and 
tearing out the throttle cable from its twist 
grip. 

Even with Miller out of the picture, 
Darland's problems weren't over. ATK/ 
Metzeler/Maxim-sponsored Garth Sweetland 
was looking to back up his Prescott Mountain 
win with a repeat performance at Snowflake 
and took the cad on lap two by 10 seconds. 
Unfortunately, the muffler mount broke on 
Sweetland's 406 ATK, forcing him to pit for 
10 minutes to make repairs. Sweetland tried 
valiantly to make up‘the time but had to accept 
second Pv at the finish line. Sweetland 
averaged 40.04 mph. 

“The course was ridiculously fast," said the 
ATM rider after the race. "I was leading on 
time when I came in but it took 10 minutes 
to fix the silencer. I wish the course was slower 
and tougher." 

Senior Expert Bobby Russell took third 
overall and first in class aboard his Dirt 
Unlimited/USA Sport/Race Tech-sponsored 
CR500.

In 1978 Bobby Schwartz won the prestigious 
Fair Derby at the Orange County Fairgrounds. 
Twelve years later Schwartz took the coveted 
bronze hat home again by winning the title 
in front of 9100 screaming fans on Coors 
Western Night.
